Mr. Emott’s Speech, 
On Mr. Macon’s bill on the motion to adhere.

Sante hoped it would be found in the ag a 
tance of the subject under discussion. it was 
not his intention to consume much of the time 
of the house, and he should not have taken a rth 
in the debate, but from the consideration that he 
thought he could presenta few ideas w'neh ~'§ 
peared to bim material towards a correct deci- 
sion, and which had not been noticed. oe 
gentlemen have talked so much of England anc 
France, that tliey have almost forgotten that we 
are legislating for our own country. If we pass 
er reject the bill on your table, it should be to 
advance the interest of America ; its bearing on 
either of the belligerent powers is a secciaary 
and minor consideration. 

In order that he might be the better under- 
stood, he said he would commence by recalling 
the attention of the house to the bill withits pro- 
visions, and’state the points wherein the two 
branches of Gongress difiered. 

The bill asit originally went from che house 
of representativés had four different provisions. 

1. It contained’a tepeal of the non<ntercourse 
law. 
2. It interdicted British and French armed 
Pessels from entering out harbours. 

It interdicted the entrance into our waters 
of British and.French merchant vessels, and so 
far was intended to give the export trade of the 
coun’ry to our own ships. . a 

4 It prohibited the importation of British and 
French goods except in American registered 
vessels laden.at the place where the goods were 
manufactared, thus attempting to secure to our 
ships our import trade. 

The three last provisions were limited to the 
end of the next session, and in the mean time 
were placed under the controul of the executive, 
who on arevocation or modification of the edicts 
of Great-Britain and France was at liberty to de- 
clare the prohibitions at an end. 

As the bill. comes: from. the Senate the two 
last provisions and the limitation are struck out, 
and it now stands a raked unqualified repeal of 
the non-intercourse law, and a permanent inter- 
diction of British and Prench armed. vessels. 
We are now called upon to decide whether we 
will pass the act thus modified or destroy the 
hones of the country hy adhering vo the part 
expunged by the senate.

Ymited or qualified interdiction of the armed 

vessels of Great-Britain-and France may be pro- 

per, and during the continuance of the war itis 

a measure of which perhaps they ought not to 

complain. A permanent regulation of this kind 

is however without precedent and will probably 
cal) for retaliation. If the system is pressed 
back on us we shall certainly be the sufferers. 

We have for many vears had a naval-force in 
the Mfediterranean sea to protect our commerce 
against the Barbary powers, and.we have now on 
our tables bills which I presume are intended to 
be acted on for granting convoys to our mer- 
chantmen bound-to Burope. Hf our armed ships 
are denied the rights of hospitality in European 
ports, if they cannot obtain an ounce of meal or 
a draught of water when they arrive in Europe, 
it is very difficult to understand: how thev can 
make these voyages or remain on foreign sta- 
tions. Such must be their situation if France 
and Great Britain and the powers dependant on, 
or connected with them, adopt a retaliatory sys- 

tem. 

What are the benefits to: result from the pro. 
vision ? As it respect France her armed vessels 
are no. frequentiv seen-on this side of the atlan- 
tic and \herefore T presume the regulation is not 
particularly aimed ather. With respect to G. 
Britain we zre to recollect that she has both to 
the north and south of us, safe and convenient 
harbors in abundance, where her vessels may 
stop and refit and be provided for. This regu- 
lation will. not therefore prevent her ships from 
approaching our country or hovermg on cur 
cousts, We are therefore provoking a warfare of 
restriction and inhospitality from which we have 
little 40 gain and may possibiy lose much. 

But notwithstanding these objections, so 
strongly do IT wish the repeal of the non-inter- 
course laws, and such I know are the expecta- 
tions aim! sentiments of the country on this sub- 
ject, that Tam willing to take the pill unpalata- 
vie as it has been made. 

But it has beem urged that the bill -has been 
stripped of every thing valuable and ought not 
in its-present decrepit and ‘deformed state to be 
countcnanced. I must beg the attention of the 
house while I pass m review the highly prized ° 
abet oe! which are so pertinaciously adhered 
to. Ishall-be much disappointed if it doesnot 
appear that their vaine has been overrated. 

_ Intheir most perfect form and without any 
impediments: or counteracting regulations on 
the part of the European governments, the pe 
Visions waich have been negatived by the senate 
may confine the American import ‘and export 
trade to American. vessels. 

That to a certain degree our own shin own- 

ers and ship builders ought to be encouraged 
will not be denied. We not only by it give nett 
ployment to an useful set of men, but the com- 
munity at large are benetited: if we denended 
on foreigners to carry away our productians on 
would not only give a monopaly to Gaitain the, 
Topean nauons, as for instance to the Béitish 
aurng the present War, as their vessels only 
can reach our coasts, but our sales would-not 
be as profiuble or as certain. Our merchants 
in our own véssels. seek the best market eae 
can therefore give the best prices. And the 
fa: mer ar planter sinks-in his sales but one profit 
and one frctrht. 


Phis encouragement is already given 
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r thewr ovn freights we aré not unduly scerificing 
the agricultural interest to promote the shipping 


interest. q 
But is this regulation necessary to proteet or 


to fusterour shippivg interest. Asto French 
vessels it certainly isnot required, as no French 
merchant vessels are found in our seas. Ifit 
has any operation it must be on the British, and 
so it seems to be understood. We have no doc- 
ument before us from whicl) we gather with 
certaint? the exact amount of, Biitish tonnage 
emploved in our trade, but we have such facts 
as will enable us to come pretty near the truth. 
It is stated that the whole foreign totnage em- 
ploved in our trade, is sornewhere between forty 
and sixty thousand tons. be 

When it is understood that the British ves- 
sels whieh enter our waters are principally coas- 
ters coming from Nova-Scotia with plaster of 
Paris and other bulky artieles, and that the 
same vessel arrives sevetal times during the 
same year and thus swells the list of tonnage 
without adding to the number of ships, itis a 
fair and safe caiculation that the actual amount 
of British shipping employed in our trade does 
not amount to 8000 tons. Thus then the French 
have no ships to be excluded, and the English 
but forty ot fifty vessels of the smaller kind. 
This.is indeed a small item in the amount, the 
addition of a few small craft will certainly be of 
no great advantage to our ship builders and 
our farmers (1 speak particularly of the country 
which Ihave the honor to represent) will be 
sure to suffer by the interdiction of these Nova- 
Scotia coasters, from the scarcity of plaster and 
the consequent advances on its price. 

But it is said that want of employ elsewhere 
will greatly increase the British shipping in our 
trade, that being wholly excluded from Conti- 
nental Europe by the French decrees, the tons 
nage formerly employedin the European trade, 
will be turned towards this country, and that 
therefore the interdiction is necessary for the 
protection, perhaps the existence of our shipping 
is there any danger of this ? Those 
who think so reason on the French decrees as 
many formerly reasoned about the embargo : 
they regard them in the abstract as beins a com- 
plete barricr to the introduction of English 
goods on the continent, and’ an actual inhibition 
of all intercourse with the British. In the same 
manner gentlemen believed that our embargo 
would prevent our productions finding their way 
to England and keep British goods out of the 
country. But such was not the efiect of our em- 
bargo and such assuredly is not the practical 
effect of the French decrees, nor will it ever be. 
As soon as our people began themselves to feel 
the effects of the embargo by the pressure and 
the losses it oecasioned, our productions found 
their way out and to Great-Britain, and if dur- 
ing the continuance of the embargo there was a 
scarcity cf English goods, it was assuredly an 
artificial searcity created by the dealers to en- 
hance their prices. The trade between the 
two countries was kept up, though carried on 
in a different manner and by different men. 
Such too has bee» the effect of the French de- 
crees, and according to the opinion of practical 
statesmen, such will hereafter be their opera- 
tion. They may change the old channel but 
the stream cannot be pent up; it. must and will 
find its way out. 

As the effect of the French decrees and the 
state of British commerce have such an intimate 
connexion with this subject and have according- 
lv been strongly insisted on in the discussion of 
the bill, we are bound to look them fully in the 
face, and I will therefore proceed to view them 
a little more in detail. 

In the first place I remark that the wants of 
the people onthe continent must be satished 
and are at war with the regulations: of the 
French emperor. Iithat quarter of the world 
as in this-the people have surplus produc. 
tions which they have been in the practice of ex- 
changing for the articles of other countrics. 

‘he articles taken in exchange are actually or 
from habit necessaries wlich the people cannot 
do without or do not wish to be deprived of. 
Ami? e roat wammette found by the continen- 
tal nations for their surplus productions they 
become of no value and are Wst to the owner. 
When we find commercial regulations thus at 
variance with the wishes, the interests and the 


wants of a people they will most assurediy be ] 


evaded unless enforced hy the hand of omnip- 
orence. 

Again the French decrées are ecaforced by 
fear and not from inclination Docs any one be- 
lieve thatin Austria or Prussia, or Sweden, or 
the Hanse towns, these regulations have been re- 
ceived with favor or have been adopted from 
any other mo ive than fear of the French empe- 
ror ? When this is the case, when a government 
is compelled at the command ofa powerful 
neighbor to adopt a system of commercial re- 
strictions which. impoverishes the country and is 
counter to the feelings and habits of its subjects, 
if the commerce is not secretly permitted, much 
pains will not be taken to prevent it. As a 
proof of this: we haye only to turn our eyes on 
Holland, a country burdering on modern France 
and ruled under Nupojeon by his brother. Yet 
in Jus very country a trade with England is 
carried on to such an extent that we find the 
emperor not merely complaining of it, but threat- 
ening for that cause alone to annex Holland to 
hisewpire. UY such is the fact in Holland, what 
must the case in other kingdoms farther remo- 
ved from. France and not ruled by any of the 
Bonaparte dynasty ? 

Once more from the state of the Euronean 
world it appears necessarily to result that Brit- 
ish navigation will not speedily decrease. All 
Europe is ina state of war, and there is scarcely 
a merchant vessel afloat which does noi belong 
to G. Britain. I seems to follow that the con- 
tinental nations must have recourse to British 
shipping to carry away and barter their surplus 
productions. 

Do we want any proof of the flourishing state 
of the British commerce and navigation under 
the French decrees? We have it, £ think in a- 
bundance. We have it in the daily accounts of 
arrivals in England of large flects of merchant- 
men from the Baltic, a sea surrounded by nations 
who on paper have adopted the French regula- 
tion. We have it inthe list of vessels from Hol- 
land, a country which has not only incorporated 
the decrees inats laws, but which is in a state of 
open and actual hostility with England, and yet 
the ship news has announced the arrival of not 
Jess than twenty merchantmen from that country 
ina single port in England in one’ day. We 
have it in the licences which are openly granted 
by the British government, to its subjects to 
irade with the continent, and indeed with France 
itself. Ifthe French decrees really sealed up 
the continent against the British, as many seem 
to imagine, it is strange that the merchants whc 
generally understood their own inierest, would 
solicit those licences, or that the government 
would grant them. 

If we want farther proof we have it in the 
prices of British goods which the dealers in 
them say, are on the advance and which shews 
that the demand for them is not decreasing. 

3ut above all we have it in that best of all mer- 
cantile thermometers the receipts of the cus- 
toms. From the late English papers it appears 
that the British customs tor the last year have 
not only gone much bevond the financial esti 

mates, but that they exceed the receipts of 
the former year upwards of S 1,600,006 ster. 
ling or more than seven millions of dollars. 

Sut there ave still further reasons for believ- 
ing that British shippipg.will not soon want em 
ployment. Let it be recoliccted that almost afi 
the French and Dutch colonies in both hemis. 
pheres have changed masters and that 
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F vears beera standing topic of discussionsh

The 
trade of that country is now carried on almost 
exclusively by the British and has therefore giv- 
en much additional eroploy to Beitish shipping. 

Let us thon banish the idle apprehension if 
indeed we ertertain it, that the British will at- 


| tempt to rival us in our own trade because they 


Wee elsewhere. The thing under ex- 


eggs is altogether improbable. 
—_ ; let me ask gentlememif they have 
aprrehensions on this subject whether itag not 
in time to provide Sor the evil when we are . 
it is approaching ? We ought not to legistate 
on a possibility so remote, on an event whie 
though some may fear, no thinking unprejudi- 
ced man expects. 

hat these regulations are unnecessary is al- 
so proved by arecurrence to our situation, at 
the commencement of our restrictive system. 
British merchant vessels were then at liberty to 
enter our waters and yet all our ships and all 
our sailors had employ; it was not then believ- 
ed or suggeste', that English enterprize ex- 
ceeded American enterprize, or that the’ British 
could rival us in our trade or in our waters. 
The class of citizens interested in shipping re- 
quire nothing more from us than to be placed 
where we found them ; no aid of ours has been 
asked or even hirted at, and if we do thus gra- 
tuitously interfere, believe me, siz, they are to 
suffer by it. 

If however an American navigation act is ne- 
cessary or desirable, isthis such an aet, or will 
the provisions struck out by the senate, if they 
could be reinstated, benefit the navigation inter- 
est ? This is an enquiry of some importance, for 
ifit shall appear that the system is altogether 
worthless, gentlemen who have taken this 
ground for adhering to the original proposition, 
and by this means continue the non-intercourse 
will consent to take the law as it now stands. 
The bili as it came into this house was said to 
be a substitute for the non-intercourse which 
was a substitute for the embargo. This system 
of substitution has not the appearance of sta- 
bility. Ifthis bill had passed, those who. knew 
its progenitors and recollected their sickly and 
disordered state, would not calculate on long 
life to the child. 

We are to bear in mind also that the commer: 
cial or navigation provisions were to expire by 
the very terms of the law with the last day of 
the next session which might be prior to and 
could not go beyond the fourth day of March, 
and that they could be aanulled by the execu- 
tive before that time in case he made arrange- 
ments with the belligerents. Is it possible to 
conceive that these temporary, uncertain regu- 
lations could benefit the shipping interest or 
that any man would be idle enough. to builda 
single vessel in consequence of this ephemeral 
system? Let us not deceive ourselves, this is 
not a navigation act. 

But is there not danger that the bill might 
have the effect of destroying the very interest 
which we profess by it to encourage ? What let 
me ask could be the effect ofa retaliatory regu- 
lation by the British? It is said indeed that 
there is no danger of retaliation—perhaps not. 
Indeed the advantages which the British would 
receive under this law, would probably render 
ita favorite with them; for if I mistake not it, 
‘in connection with the French decrees and the 
French practice under these decrees, will make 
G. Britain our warehouse and her people our 
factors, and this was one reason which induced 
me to vote against the bill as it went from this 
But as te retaliation we are to reco}lect 
that G. Britain is much governed by her own 










_ interest and if she sees her interest in it, we 


must expect that she will retaliate. 

Put the case that the English adopt corres- 
responding regulations, that they prohibit any 
exports or imports in Amercan vesscls, what 
will then be the operation of this system ? Some 
gentlemen who are friendiy to the restrictive 
regimen appear to think that it will give an em- 
bargo more effectual than the former, because 
it will Be enforced by the British navy. But it 
will not be an embargo. The few last vears 
have afforded us some experience on this sub- 
ject. Notwithstanding our restrictive regula- 
tions, our productions found their way out of 
the country and Pritish goods found their way 
in. Such assuredly would be the case if these 
conflicting systems were put in operation. Our 
productions, would be deposited in Amelia Isl- 
and on the south and Nova Scotia. and Canada 
on the north to be carried away by British ves- 
sels, and the British merchants would find their 
way into the country by stealth and smuggling 

In such a state of things what would become 
of the shipping’interest? Is it not obvious that 
our ships and sailors would be permanently 
thrown out of employment and that all our trade 
would be carried on in British bo'toms, the 
things we appear so solicitous to guard against ? 
And what would render our situation more in- 
tolerable anid oppressive, is, t'vat we would: not 
have it in our power to shift off this system as 
we did the embargo. ft must continue not mere- 
ly as long as we choose but during the pleasure 
of G. Britain, for we must bear in mind that if 
she does not lead the way in these “ navigation” 
projects, but treads in our ewn footsteps,. we 
shall have no just cause to complain cither of 
the commencement or the continuance of the 
system by her. 

Nor will the evil be confired to the shipping 
interest ; it will be felt by every portion of the 
community, and particularly by our farmers and 
planters. We know that one of the effects of 
the restrictive system, is to enhance the prices 
of European articles, and that we are now tax- 
ed severely by it. Again; while our farmers 
are paviag an advanced price on the articles 
they purchase, they must as they now do, sacri- 
fice their productions. “The merchant who will 
undertake to send off the produce of the coun- 
try, must do it at much expence and trouble, 
and will require a profit not only equal to his cap- 
ital and the risque, but so as to enable him to 
pay the freight of his vessel both out and in as: 
she must return empty. The prices at the pla- 
ces of deposit will necessarily be low, as there 
will be many sellers and few buyers, and the se- 
cond purchaser wiil expect another profit equal 
to another freight in and out as well as a com- 
pensation for his time and trouble and as- an 
advance on the capital he employs. All these 
profits miust come out of the pockets of the far- 
mer as they so far lessen the price Which-heob- 
tains. Is not all this: verified by late experi- 
ence ? While American articles were scarce and 
dear in Europe, was the farmer at all bettered: 
by it ?—On the contrary, was he not driven to 
sell his preductions, if indeed he could sell,. at 
2 great sacrifice and at very reduced prices ' 

Without going more into detail, I am satisfi- 
ed that the provisions of this bill which have 
been struck out by the senate, are not called fdr 
by the situation of our country, or by the true 
policy of this government, and that their opera- 
tion rf enacted might be ruimous to our com- 
mereial. and agricultural interest; and I trust 
that the gentlemen on the opposite side of the 
house who have by their votes declared a wil- 
lingness to get sid of the non-intercourse by pas- 
Siig this law incwinbered with these provisions, 
will consent to take it without (hem. ‘

to repeal the non-intercourse law without a sub- 
stitute, Inasmuch as they think thev see in such 
repeal submission to the decrees of Fiance and

day, and is probably much more. 

The iosses to the farmers are equally serious. 
The period has arrived when the persons enga- 
gedin agriculture, who are not large capitalists 
niust dispose of their produce as well to satisfy 
the demands of the last year, as to provide for 
the exigencies of the present. Itis a duty we 
owe the people to give thin the best’market in 
our power, and itis a duty we will perfurm un- 
lass We mean to press them to macdness..

LATEST FROM PORTUGAL. 

By the brig Panther, capt. Story, arri- 
ved at this port, in 35 days from Lisbon, 
we learn verbally, that a severe gale 
came on the 4th of March, which lasted 
till the 10th, in which several vessels 
were lost, and alinost every one dama- 
ged. A Convent was struck with light- 
ning, and materially injured. 

The British and Portuguese armies 
were in high spirits: no general buttle 
had recently taken place. The French 
army had not entered Portugal, but were 
on the frontiers. 


FRENCH BARBARITY, 
AT CADIZ, IN SPALN. 


From the Columbian, ( Clintonian paper_).ipril 20. 


A gale commenced at Cadiz on the 4th of 
March, and continued 5 days, on the east side of 
the bay, which is in possession of the French, 
and the following American vessels were wreck- 
ed :—ships Thomas Jetierson, Dinsmore, of 
New-York, burnt, with about 10,000 pieces of 
nankeens and some provisions ; Commerce, Co)- 
burn, Hallowell, bu nt, with a part of her out- 
ward cargo on board; Apollo, Huggins, Phila- 
delphia, burnt, with all her outward cargo on 
board; Franklin, Queensbury, N. York, burnt, in 
ballast ; Ariadne, Humphries, Portsmouth, got 
off but with little damage ; brigs Smilax, John- 
son, Philadelphia, burnt, with sil her outward 
cargo oi board ; Commerce, Brown, Richmond, 
burat, with part of her outward cargo on board ; 
Sampson, Mason, Vermont, burnt, with part of 
her cargoon board; barque Pompey, Severs, 
Salem, burnt, in ballast; witha large number 
of English, Spanish, and Portuguese vessels to 
the number of 30 sail, amongst which were a 
Spanish ship of 112 guns, 3 of 74, and 1 Portu- 
guese of 74. It was supposed that not many 
lives were lost; but this could not be asceriain- 
ed, because a!l communication with the east side 
of the bay was interdicted. Admiral Purvis 
lost a boat’s crew in humane endeavors to assist 
the Americans.

It is said, that che offers made 
by him to marry a Russian, end an English 
Princess, have been rejected with equal hauteur, 
both at St. Petersburg and at St. James's, and 
that the Austrian Monarch has been obliged to 
sacrifice his daughter for the preservation of 
his dynasty. 

“Tne brewer Santerre, who escorted Louis 
XVI to the scativid, died here lately, very re- 
pentant. He disclosed betore his death several 
circumstances and traits of that eventful period. 
He ailirmed, that the common executioner, 
Sampson, having refused to guillotine the King, 
a member of the Parissian commune, and one of 
the assassins of the prisoners, in September,1792, 
had volunteered his services. The name of this 
wretch, was Charles James, son of a Mechanic 
at Brugos, and educated by charity at the Jesuit 
Coilege, at Liege. He had been recommended 
by Manuel, as a relation, and was the bosom 
friend of Marat and Robespierre. Democratic 
fanaticism made him afterwards, the extenua- 
tor, as well as the panegyrist of all the enormi- 
ties committed then in France, By the orders 
of Napoleon, the police is in search after this 
man; but he is said to have, soon after Santer- 
re’s discovery, destroyed himself. 

* It is reported that four millions of livres an- 
nually, are to constitute the private purse of the 
new Empress ; for whose dowery are besides 
assigned the revenues of Gallicia, and of the 
Grand Datchy of Warsaw. The value of the 
diamunds and jewels, intended to form her e- 
brin, exceeded titteen milhhons of livres. Some 
ot these trinkets are publicly exposed in the 
windows of the Jewellers on the nay des Or- 
fevres, inthe Pulais Royal and in the Rue St. 
fonore, to the great edification of our ruimed 
merchants, and beggared populace. 

** The late King of Holland, is according to 
report, to be the king of Portugal, as soon as 
that Kingdom is conquered.

FROM CORUNNA.

Business was ex- 
ceeding dull at Corunna, where oniy 3 
dollars could be obtained for fish. The 
American property in Bilboa, St. Sebas- 
tians, &c. still remained in a state of se- 
questration, in the hands of the French. 
We are informed there is not less than 
200,000 dollars worth of property, be- 
longing to Marblehead, now in that sit- 
uation. Capt. Warner and crew (whose 
vessel and cargo were seized at Bilboa 
by the French) were thrown into prison, 
where they were kept 20 days; after 
which they were by great favor released. 
Capt. Warner writes from Bilboa to his 
owner in Marbichead, under date of 
Feb. 7, as follows: 

“ Nothing of consequence has trans- 
pired since my last of the 28th of Janu- 
ary respecting the fate of your property 
here, which remains in the same situa- 
tion as when I last wrote you, and I am 
afraid it will be longer than I first ex- 
pected, before the property is liberated, 
ior by private letters from France I hear 
that affairs do not bear so good an ap- 
pearance as before. The first opportu- 
nity I shall send the mate and people 
home if affairs remain the same. On 
the Ist inst. a custom-house- was estab- 
iished here, but the rates of duties are 
not yet come to light, but itis supposed 
will be very high, and of course will be 
to our ad vantage if the cargo is iiberated, 
which being here three months before 
the new established custem-house, I ex- 





pect it will be liable to no more than the 
old expences.
